The soldier who 
was incharge of the animal. not knowing a 
word of any foreizn language, and having 
nobody to whom to appeal, decided that. 
he must save his horse at all costs, and 
promptly pulled the communication cord, 
thus bringing the mighty express to 4 
sudden stop. There was a furious fuss, as 
there always is, on occasions of this kind, 
especially on the Continent, and apoplectic 
officials tried in vain to find out what was 
the matter. The soldier, who was trying 
to quieten the mare, was neither able nor 
would have been. willint to enter into an 
argument, and, to everybody’s intense 
surprise, he suddenly jumped the mare 
from the train on to the embankment, 
thus preventing her from’ 
doing herself serious hurt. The train, of 
course. went on. leaving a lone Irishman 
wearing the Free State uniform stranded 
with his charge somewhere in the middle 
of the Continent of Europe. The incident, 
I am told. occurred during the night, and 
I can well imagine the bewilderment of 
some French or Italian peasant when he 
came across the desolate couple on the 
next morning.

At a mecting of the Council of the Royal 
ietv, held in the Council, Chamber, 
.esterdav, the Hon, Mr. Justice 
Vice-President, who was in the chair, 
to the great loss the Society had 
sustained by the death of Mr. W. H. 
Bravden, 0O.B.E., who was one of the 
Societv’s Vice-Presidents, and the following 
resolution was passed in silence :— 

‘ That the Council ‘at this, its first meeting 
since the death of .Mr. W. H.  Brayden, 
desires to place on record its sense of the 
heavveloss which the Society has sustained 
thereby. Mr. Brayden, who joined the Society 
in 1895, had rendered it many years of ser- 
vice as member of the Industries, Art and ! 
General Purposes Committee, and of numerous 
sub-committees, as member of Council, and 
finally as Vice-President. His loss is an 
especially severe blow to the Society’s Music 
Committee, in whose work he had played an 
important part for a long period of years. 
He also carried out in the most tactful and 
efficient manner the important work of 
editing the Society s Bi-Centenary Souvenir. 
To Mrs. Bravden and the other members cf 
his family the Council begs to tender its 
sincere and respectful sympathy.” 

The various sections of the Society’s Council 
were authorised to consider the vacancies 
among the Vice-Presidents, and it was 
resolved that nominations for these. should 
be considered at: the next. Council meeting. 

The report of the Special Committee 
appointed to consider the proposal for the 
holding of a National Industrial Exhibition 
was presented.

taste to a fuller appreciation of what was 
dignified and appropriate in the buildings of 
their cities and towns, and, perhaps, in the 
appearance of their countryside as well. 
Excellent work had already been done by the 
members of the Institute in awakening discus- 
sion on architectural topics. For his own 
part, he hoped they would have more 
criticism bia more discussion, because 
intelligent criticism and informed discussion 
would lead to better work. 

I am glad, proceeded Mr. Derrig, to know 
from the President that the Institute, in 
collaboration with the Architectural Associa- 
tien, is arranging for a series of suiteble 
lectures for colleges, and I have no doubt 
that they will be keenly appreciated. Such 
work is all the more necessary because our 
cities and towns are at an interesting and 
important stage of their development. Within 
the next ten years we shall probably have 
many opportunities of improving the achitec- 
tural features of this citv, and we are all 
anxious that building schemes should be 
planned with foresight, and, if at all possible, 
in harmony with a general scheme. 


UNIFORMITY. 

As regards our building schemes, if we 
cannot build beautiful houses at a suitable 
rice, why cannot we at least avoid building 
aati) which have not even the merit of 
being uniformly ugly? In my own Depart- 
ment we are keenly interested in the prov!- 
sion of suitable schools. There can be no 
doubt that within the next few years there 
will be an increasing demand for the aboli- 
tion of old, unsuitable, and  insanitary 
schools. The great demand of the day is

for more houses, and more houses mean more 
The very best accommodation that 
can be provided should, and must, be pro- 
vided for the schools. They must be made 
bright, airy, and pleasant for the children, 
who have to spend a considerable portion of 
their early lives, by law, within their walls. 
I have seen some of the new Vocational Edu- 
eation schools, and 1 think they are very 
fine examples, indeed, of the work of Irish 
architects. They are pleasant to work in, 
pleasant to look at, and each school improves 
the appearance of the neighbourhood in 
which it is situated. ‘Architects have ample 
scope for displaying originality of de- 
sign in the treatment of school buildings, 
when they are preparing plans for .schools 
for local authorities, ahd even for the larger 
primary schools. I hope they will take full 
advantage of their opportunities. 

Mr. Harry Alberry proposed “Our Guests.’ 
They wanted, he said; to strike a note of 
optimism. They were glad to see a shower 


' that took the shape of commissions in hos- 


pitals, institutions, schools and colleges, 
secular and sacred buildings. They hoped for 
a downpour in the future with hospital deve 
lopment, slum clearance, housing and other 
schemes. They might look with envy on 
those students who ud enjoyed the oppor- 
tunity of preparing themselves for endowing 
the countryside with the products. of their 
modernistic imaginations. 

Dr. Purser, President of the Royal College 
of Physicians, in reply, spoke of the attitude 
of the medical profession to hospitals, it 
was unnecessary, he said, to point out the 
advantages of having one big hospital in 
Dublin, instead of a number of small hos- 
pitals. For one thing it would be much more 
economical. A point of view on the opposite 
side was that in one big hospital the oppor- 
tunities for resident pupils might not be so 
good as they were at present, They were 
agreed that the appointment by the Govern- 
ment of a Hospital Commission was very 
desirable. 

Mr. George Atkinson, Director of the 
School of Art, who also responded, asked 
could they not have a centre of the arts in 
Dublin—not only of painting, but of the 
plastic arts, music, and other of the fine arts. 

‘The Institute” was proposed by Mr. 


Frank Crawley, President, Royal College of! 


Surgeons, and Mr. Beckett, President, Royal 
Institute of the Architects of Ireland, re-

ACTION OF YORK 
CON VOCATION,

HE Lave ] Cathedral controversy, 
which followed the invitation of the 
authorities to two Unitarian ministers 

to preach there, was mentioned in the Con- 
yucation of York yesterday. : 

In the full Synod, the Archbishop of York 
(Dr. Temple) explained that he had intended 
to call the attention of the Upper House tu 
the Ea involved in the matter, but that 
in the absence of the Bishop oí Liverpool, 
who was taking a rest on medical advice, he 
had consented to postpone formal discussion 
on the matter. 

When the Lower House went into separáte 
session, the Rev. W. E. Kemp, of Man- 
chester, introduced a gravamen, signed by 
thirty-two members, which requested the 
Upper House to consider what.steps might 
be taken to prevent ‘‘ any such irregularity ”’ 
in future. . 

Mr. Kemp moved that the gravamen. be 
discussed, with a view to its adoption as a 
resolution of the House. 

The motion was seconded. 

The Prolocutor (the Archdeacon of Halifax) 
then ruled that the vote must be taken on 
Mr. Kemp’s motion without discussion, and 
it Was rejected. 

The House also rejected a further motion 
to send the gravamen to the Committee of 
Privileges, 

_ The Proloeutor then conveyed the gravamen 
to the Archbishop presiding in the Upper 
House, and explained that it was not pre- 
sented as a resolution. 

The Archbishop said that when the matter 
came before the Upper House due considera- 
tion would be given to the weight of the 
signatures. 


TEACHING OF REUNION. 

The Lower House also considered a resolu- 
tion by the Rev. F. Hope Scott, of Dairy- 
coats, Hull, urging ‘‘that it is undesirable 
that ministers of Churches in communion with 
the Church of England should be invited to 
preach in Cathedrals and parish churches un- 
less it can be shown that they are teaching 
re-union along the lines laid down in the re- 
ports of the Lambeth Conference of 1920 and 
1930.”’ 

He said that although the resolution might 
be taken by some to have arisen out of the 
incidents at Liverpool Cathedral, it did not 
refer exclusively or specifically to them. 

In this realm of England there is toleration 
of every kind of religious view, he said. No 
man is now penalised for holding any 
religious opinions whatsoever, but that 
toleration takes ints consideration the fact 
that men who differ from the Anglican Com- 
munion are organised in bodies more suited 
to their religious principles. They are not 
left without a forum in which they can pro- 
claim their views. It seems, therefore, that 
there is considerable injustice—when we re- 
quire members of our own communion to 
accept certain statements of faith and certain 
conditions—that men who have definitely re- 
jected these conditions should be allowed so 
to minister. Invitations given to men of 
that kind impair the ministry of the Church. 

The Rev. J. Hindley, of Manchester. 
seconded the motion “ because of the con- 
fusion in which Church people are finding 
themselves.”’ 

The Dean of Manchester promptly moved 
the previous question, and the Archdeacon of 
Auckland (Dr. Rawlinson), who seconded 
added that, if this were net carried. he 
would move a number of amendments to the 
resolution 

The lean of Manchester’s motion to put 

a a question was carried by 32 votes 
to áí. 
This brought the discussion on Mr. Hope 
Scott's resolution to a sudden end, and also 
brought to an end all references to the 
Cathedral controversy in the present Con- 
vocation, ‘ 


GENERAL O’DUFFY 
AWARDED £240. 


CAR SOAKED IN PETROL 
AND BURNED. 


From Our ConRRESPONDENT. 
TRALEE, Thursday. 


At Tralee Circuit Court to-day, Judge 
McElligott heard the first batch of claims for 
Fr repo and awarded a total of about 
£3570 for malicious damage arising out of the 
scenes in Tralee on 6th October last, when 
General O'Duffy atternged to hold a United 
Ireland Party convention in the Foresters’ 
Hall. 

Patrick Donoghue, Ardtully, Kilgarvan, 
who claimed compensation for demages to a 
motor car, said that hé drove delegates to 
the convention from Kilgarvan. Outside the 
Foresters’ Hall there was a large crowd, kept 
back by a cordon of Guards. When moving 
away after dropping his ‘fares stones were 
thrown, breaking the front and rear glass of 
the car. When e went to report the matter 
at the Garda barracks he was followed by 
a crowd and had to go into the Foresters’ 
Hall, where he was imprisoned from 4.30 
until 9.50, finally getting away under mili- 
tary escort. While he was in the hall further 
damage was done to his car. The judge 
allowed £35 lor injury to the car and £5 
consequential damages. i 
General O’Duffy ciaimed £250 for destrue- 
tion by fire of his motor. car on the same 
occasion. 

Sergeant Murphy said that at 8.20 p.m. on 
6th October he saw the car burning at the 
.back of the National Bank. It appeared to 
have been drenched with petrol. and it was 
impossible to extinguish the fire. He saw the 
car again on Monday, when some of the parts 
were removed. Meantime nothing could be 
done by the Guards to protect the car, as on 
Saturday: night there was further rioting, 
and Guards could only go out in batches of 
six and were not performing their ordinary 
duties. 

John Fortune, Smithfield Motor Works, 
Dublin, said that the remains of the car were 
valueless, 

The Judge awarded £240 compensation and

“SICKENING SCENES OF 
INTEMPERANCE.” 
From Ovr CORRESPONDENT. 

DROGHEDA, Th ursday. 


Speaking at a meeting of St. Peter's Total 
Aljsiinence League in Drogheda to-day, the 
tev. Father Aloysius, O.M.Cap., Dublin, 
said that there was as much need for temper- 
ance propaganda to-day as ever there was. 
He had no doubt in his mind as to the need 
for temperance propaganda again among 
women. Unfortanately, the drinking custom 
was again winning its way into the social 
life of Ireland, and one must deplore: to-day 
the increasing use of intoxicating drink 
among women and young girls, even girls not 
yet out of their teens. One could scarcely 
go to a social function for girls working in 
factories or for shop assistants without seeing 
wines being served, while within the last 
few years at some dances in Dublin there 
were sickening scenes oí intemperance among 
girls, many of whom had to be borne away 
In a dazed condition, unconscious of the dis- 
gracetul spectacle they presented to the 
people. People wouid say that those tee- 
totallers who protested against such scenes 
were out-of-date, kill-joy individuals, but he 
wondered if self-control and self-respect and 
decency were out of date; if the delicacy and 
refinement we used to admire in Lrish women 
and girls were out ot date, and if the very 
teaching of Christ was out of date in this 
strange age. mad for pleasure, when young 
and old will not brook restraint and will 
resent any curb to their liberty. That saying 
of Christ’s, '“ Take up the Cross,” sounds 
very inappropriate in this age of the dance 
ball and the cinema and the motor car.

WORK DONE BY OFFICERS’

The people of Great Britain and Ireland 
ave always acknowledged their dependence, 
specially obvious in war-time, to the men 
who go down to the sea in .ships of the 
Mercantile Marine.

POWERS OF MILITARY TRIBUNAL. 


(Continued from Page 7, Column 2.) 


only meaning of the section was that it 
created the offence of being a member 
vf an unlawful association, and that the 
day on which a person was charged with 
‘ing a member was not of any import- 
ance in the charge. He quoted the Irish 
version of the Act, and contended that 


this stressed the fact that it was member- 


ship of an unlawful association that was 
made an offence. 

Mr. Costello—I do not think the Irish 
section bears that out at all. 

Attorney-General—That is a matter for 
Trish scholars. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—It would be sufficient 
under Section 22 for an accused person to 
prove that he is not a member at the time 
le is being tried, or a member at any time 
after the article was inserted in the Consti- 
tution, 

Attorney-General—Apparently that: is so, 

In regard to the next count in the charges, 
that of sedition, the Attorney-General said 
that the certificate of an Executive Minister 
that, to the best of his belief, the act was 
committed with the object of impairing or 
impeding the machinery of Government or 
the administration of justice, was required. 
The jurisdiction of the Tribunal was given 
by Section 6 (1). That order was presumed 
to have been made with competent jurisdic- 
tion; therefore he submitted, first of all, 
that it was unnecessary to produce any 
certificate there. He further submitted that 
it was quite unnecessary even for the certi- 
ficate to be in existence at that time, but that 
was not a matter which arose there. 
Objection on that matter should be taken at 
the hearing. 


VALUE OF MINISTER’S 
CERTIFICATE, 


He submitted that all that was necessary 
to give the Tribunal jurisdiction to try this 
offence was: that they themselves were 
Satisfied that, at the time the offence was 
being dealt with by them, it had been certi- 
fied by an Executive Minister. He would 
put secondly the point that, where a sum- 
mons had been issued by the Tribunal, if 
that was to be deemed an act of their’s 
seizing them of this case, then, on the 
section to which he had referred, competent 
jurisdiction must be assumed. and it must 
be assumed that the certificate was in 
existence. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—That goes back to the 
point that I put to you yesterday, that they 
could issue a summons for an offence which 
must be certified and which has not in fact 
been certified and that no court can question 
the competency of their summons. 

The Attorney-General said that would 
appear to be so; they could try and convict 
a man without a certificate. - 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—If necessary execute 
him without a certificate. : 

The Attorney-General said that if there 
were in the Courts of Justice Act a section 
similar to Section 8, the Supreme Court 
would be in precisely the same position as 
the Tribunal. It was not to be assumed by 
that Court that the military officers. who 
were vested with these powe's and this 
jurisdiction. were going to act unreasonably. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the Tribunal 
seemed to be in a better position than the 
Supreme Court, 

he Attorney-General said that, without 
paying the compliment to the three men who 
constituted the Court of asking them whether 
these offences were known to the law or not, 
the accused person came to that Court to 
prevent the Tribunal from entering upon the 
trial of the case. He intended to rely upon 
th.s aspect of the matter to say that this 
application was quite premature. The indict- 
ment was settled with great care. The 
Tribunal was master of its own procedure. 
Every reasonable requirement that could be 
asked from the prosecution was complied 
with. Whether the Court decided whether 
prohbition lay or not, he strongly submitted 
that this was not the stage of the case at 
which omen should go. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that, having regard 
to the fact that there was no lawyer on the 
Tribunal, a great burden was thrown on State 
counsel appearing before them. 

The Attorney-General agreed. 


PROCEDURE BY AFFIDAVIT. 


Mr, Justice Sullivan said that the only 
affidavit that the Court had on the Attorney- 
General’s side was an affidavit verifying ser- 
vice of the notice of motion. 

The Attorney-General said that he relied 
on the certificate on the ground that the certi- 
ficate proved itself, and he submitted that 
where a document proved itself it was un- 
necessary to file an affidavit verifying it. 
This, he submitted. was a document of which 
the Court was bound to take judicial notice. 

In the course of further argument the 
Attorney-General said that he failed to see 
how an affidavit would in any way make the 
certificate any more evidence than it was 
made by the section of the Act. He formally 
tendered it as evidence. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that they would 


not decide the case piecemea!, and would 


decide later whether the certificate would be 
accepted. 

The Attorney-General said that if the Court 
ruled the certificate out it did not make much 
difference to the position. If it was to he 
held that, by virtue of this order, the ac- 
cused man was brought within the jurisdiction 
of the Court, and the trial had, in fact. 
begun, then the Court must assume that the 


i necessary preliminaries to bring him before 


the Tribunal had been complied with. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—If the cert.ficate is 
allowed in, you say your proceedings are all 
right ? né 

The Attorney-General—I agree that it is 
necessary. in order that the Tr:bunal should 
have jurisdiction, that the certificate should 
be produced before the Tribunal. All that 
was necessary was that it should be produced 
at the trial. He submitted that the whole 
proceedings here were a challenge to the 
Tribunal. He submitted that anv irregula- 
rit.es in procedure or any informality in the 
way in which a person was invited to appear 
before the Tribunal should not be made a 
ground for probibit-on. The Court looked to 
the substance of a case and not to mere 
technical irregularities. What was the Court 
being asked to do? The Court was being 
asked to prohibit the Tribunal from entering 
on the hearing of a number of charges, the 
particulars of which were set out in the order 
on certain grounds. What was the affect of 
the order? Was it to be said that the affect 
was going to restrain the Tribunal from 
trving the accused man on the evidence? 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Supposing we assumed 
that the order for prohibition had no grounds 
at all. and the Military Tribunal say that 
we will not recognise it, what will the posi- 
tion be then? 

The Attorney-General—I do not want to 
contemplate that. 


IN EV.NT OF CLASH. 


Mr. Justice Hanna—We must follow that 
logically. In England, where a Military 
Court refuses to recognise an order of the 
Master of the Rolls, he could make an order 
for committal.. Can we make an order com- 
mitting the members of the Military Tribunal! 
if they refvse to recognise our order of prohi- 
bition ? We tell the Guards to arrest them, 
and they issue an order telling the Guards 
not to arrest them, and under the Act the 
Guards would have to obey their order. 

The Attorney-General said that that was a 
matter of very serious moment, It was not 
that aspect of the matter that he was 
approaching. He was referring to the posi- 
tion, if the State believed it was proper, 
that the charge should be laid against the 
accused man. 

Referring to the first and second charges 
(being a member of an unlawful association), 
the Attorney-General said that the only point 
that seemed to him to be of any possible 
substance was the point whether being a 
member of an association was an offence 
which could be charged within the particular 
dates mentioned. That was a matter in 
which the Tribunal was entitled to go wrong 
if it chose.. That was an interpretation of 
the Statute. Even an inferior Court was 
entitled to go wrong on law. i 

General O'Duffy had put in a filed affidavit 
in which he denied he had made use of 
certain words. That was a maíter for the 
Tribunal to decide, General O'Duffy had not 
denied the words that all young Irishmen 
worthy of the name should join the organisa- 
tion known as the Young Ireland Association, 
and also known as the Blue Shirts, and 
should wear the colours. es 

Continuing, the Attorney-General asked was 
any attempt being made to suggest that a 
serious offence was not being alleged by the 
State. The proper time to make objection 
was at the Court at which the charge was 
being made, and all this challenge of early 
procedure and the machinery by which the 
matter was to be brought before the Tribunal 
was all, he submitted, so much waste of time. 

What was to be the result of this if prohibi- 
tion went? As a result of the prohibition, 
was the prosecution merely to be in the posi-

tion that it must 


o to an Executive Minister 
—supposing prohibition went on the ground 
that a certificate required under Article 7 
had not been procured? Was it merely to 
mean that that particular matter had to be 
righted and a certificate got? Was it to go 
upon the ground that the offences charged 
or that offences known to the law could not 
be charged out of the particulars? He sub- 
mitted that, if that was the ground on which 
it went, it meant that charges could not be 
laid arising out of particulars stated in the 
summons and sustainable in evidence. 


SUBSTANCE OF CHARGES. 


He submitted that the Courts were never 
asked to grant prohibition in such circum- 
stances, and that the position had always 
been that the Court would look to the sub- 
stance and the reality behind a case such as 
this before granting this extraordinary power. 
the right to grant prohibition ewas a very 
exceptional power, and, as one judge had 
stated, one not to be lightly used. 

Referring to cases dealing with the right 
of the Courts temporal to interfere with the 
Ecclesiastical Courts in England; he said that 
it was shown that the extent to which prohi- 
bition was allowed to go arose out of the 
jealousy between the two Courts, which dated 

ack before what was called the Reformation. 
This was admitted by a judge, but even there 
the Courts always declined to interfere where 
the matter was a question of procedure. 

The form of this summons and the con- 
tents of it were matters of procedure, con- 
tinued the Attorney-General. and on that 
ground alone prohibition ought to be refused. 
The second and final ‘ground on which he 
relied was that the prosecutor’s application 
was premature, and ~~ not to have been 
made until the Tribunal proceeded, by virtue 


of the jurisdiction vested in it under Section |

possibly—if prohibition lay at all—if objec- 
tion was made, which went to the  juris- 
diction of the Tribunal, and if a ruling were 
given by the Tribunal on consideration of the 
point raised which was shown to the Court 
to be contrary to the laws of the land, an 
application to the High Court would be 
»roper and in order, and might be considered. 

ere, however, the High Court was asked 
to act on the assumption that the members 
of the Tribunal who woul! constitute the 
Court to try the prosecutor would not listen 
to an objection, or that they would act out- 
side their jurisdiction because a formal sum- 
mons had been served upon the prosecutor 
asking him to appear te em them. On the 
grounds mentioned he asked the Court to dis- 
charge the conditional order 


“* UNPRECEDENTED,” 


Mr. Costello, opening the case on behalf of 
General O’ Duffy, said that the claim or claims 
made by the Attorney-General were, to put it 
mildly, bold and _ far-reaching, nol he 
thought, of a nature and extent unprecedented 
in those Courts in any times other than in 
times of war or armed revolution. The 
claim which the Attorney-General put for- 
ward to that Court was that the Military 
Tribunal under the Constitution Amendment 
Act, 1921, was on a special privileged plane 
of co-ordinative, if not superior, jurisdiction 
to the High Court, and that the actions and 
authority of the Military Tribunal were. com- 
suey immune from the interference of the 
ligh Court or any other authority or body, 
except the Executive Council . 

The claim, therefore. put forward for the 
Military Tribunal was that it was omnipotent, 
and, because the members of the Military 
Tribunal were appointew by the Executive 
Council and removable at the will of the 
Executive Council, the claim. therefore, 
amounted to this: that the Executive Council 
were Immune from the lav and from the 
control of the constitutional Courts of this 
country. The claim was that the Military 
Tribunal could summon, try, and execute 
citizens of this State with or without juris- 
diction, subject only to the control of the 
Executive Council, and, therefore, subject to 
the direction of the Executive Council. The 
claim, therefore, amounted to the fact that 
the Executive Council could summon, try, and 
execute citizens of this State without regard 
to the law. It was fo.tunate for the liberty 
and lives of the citizens of this country that 
there was no foundation either in authority 
or under the statute which had set up the 
Tribunal for such an outrageous claim as 
was put before that Court The basis on 
which the claim was made, as he understood 
it, was that, because No. 17 Amendment had 
been placed in the forefront, so to speak, of 
the Constitution, the Court was to infer 
from that that the Military “FÉibunal had 
been given a position of prominence by 
reason, so to speak, of its geographical posi- 
tion in the Constitution. So far from the 
idea of putting Amendment No. 17 in the 


forefront of the Constitution for we Bua 


of giving prominence to the Military Tribunal 
set up under it being the underlying motive 
of the Legislature, a suggested that when 
the Court looked at Article 2 before this 
article was inserted into it, and looked at the 
long title of the Constitution Amendment 
Act, No. 17, they would have no hesitation 
in coming to the conclusion regarding what 
was the underlying reason for the Legislature 
putting that Act in the place where it was in- 
serted. He submitted that, so far from en- 
deavouring to conferonthe Executive Council 
wide powers, so far as were claimed in that 
tae ere idea of the Act was to safe- 
guard the rights and liberti i 
FI Ca Fa liberties of the people 
Article 2 of the Constitution, as it existed 
before the amendment was inserted, &ex- 
pressly stated and declared that all powers 
of Government and of authority, legislative, 
executive, and judicial in Ireland, were de- 
rived from the people of Ireland; and they 
found in the No. 17 Amendment Act itself 
that the purpose and scope of the Act, as de- 
clared by its long title, was to make better 
provision for the safeguarding of the rights 
of the people. He suggested that it was. 
therefore, open to that Court to assume, and 
that the Court ought to assume, that the 
object of Amendment No. 17 was the safe. 
guarding of the rights of the people, and 
that it was not the maintenance or 
strengthening of the powers of the Executive 


Council to uphold the dignity of the Military 
Tribunal, 


LIBERTIES OF THE PEOPLE. 


That Court, to which was entrusted by 
the Constitution the safeguarding of the 
Constitutional rights and liberties of the 
people, should be vigilant to see that that 
Act, and its provisions, were not strained in 
such a way as to put into the hands of the 
Executive Council an instrument of tyranny 
to be used, not for safeguarding the rights 
and. liberties of the people, hut for subvert- 
ing them. In construing the various provi- 
sions of that Act, he submitted that the 
6 should keep that paramount. object in 
mind, 

There was, he added, no superior sanctity 
about the No. 17 Act. It was nothing more, 
no less than an ordinary Statute, ** spatch 
cocked’’ ‘nto the Constifation for obvious 
reasons. The Tribunal set up under it was 
entirely a creature of the Statute, and its 
powers, authority, and functions were to be 
derived, and derived only, from within the 
articles of the Statute which set it up. In 
the course of the argument of the Attorney- 
General, he was struck, and he thought the 
Court would be struck, by the implications 
and terms implying powers and things to be 
dune legally, that the Attorney-General was 
forced to read into the Act. 


OMNIPOTENT COURTS. 


He intended to show that according to the 
argument put forward by the Attorney- 
General the Railway Tribunal was omni- 
potent. Judge Davitt’s Tribunal was 
omnipotent, the Land Cammission was omni- 
potent, and all other inferior bodies set up 
could scout the jurisdiction of that Court. 
He would endeavour to show that that 
Statute contained, and put on the Military 
Tribunal, every badge of inferiority. He 
would rely on the provisions of Section 6, 
Sub-Section 4, as a complete answer to the 
case made that the Tribunal was omnipotent, 
and as a complete proof of inferiority of 
that Court and its subjection to the courts 
of the country. He would rely also on 
Section 5, Sub-Section 4. 

In addition to the. two conditions prece- 
dent, before the Military Tribunal had any 
jurisdiction whatever, the accused person 
must ba brought before the Tribunal by 
legal process and proper procedure, and if 
ia of these conditions precedent were not 
fulfilled the Tribunal had no jurisdiction, 
and the court ¢ould prohibit it. If it had 
been the intention of the Legislature to con- 
fer on the Tribunal such wide powers as 
were claimed by the Attorney-General it 
would be easy for the Legislature to say so. 
It. would be a simple matter for the Legisla- 
ture to say that this Tribunal was of co- 
ordinate jurisdiction with the High Court, 
and it is thought fit, or was mad enough, 
to say it was superior in jurisdiction 
to the High Court, but the Statute was 
silent on this point. The Statute did not, like 
the statutes setting up other Courts, define 
the jurisdiction that in Section 6 the very 
words used were those used in the statutes

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GALWAY MEN 
SENTENCED. 
PLEA .OF GUILTY 
AT TRIBUNAL. 
TWO CHARGES

on November 13th last, had a sequel in 

the appearance of six men from the 
locality before the Military Tribunal] at Collins 
Barracks, Dublin, yesterday, In all but two 
of the counts upon which they were charged 
pleas of guilty were entered, and the Court 
sentenced John Lynskey, of Kilconly, to 12 
months’ imprisonment, to date from the time 
of his arrest ; Patrick Ferrick, of Kinconly, to 
nine months’ imprisonment ; John McHugh, of 
Kilconly; Patrick McHugh, of Belclare; 
John James Canney, of Belclare, and Michael 
Hughes, of Kilbannon, to six months’ im- 
prisonment. In each case three months of the 
sentence is not to be enforced if the prisoner 
enters into recognisance in £20 to keep the 
peace for two years. 

The six men were charged with unlawful 
and riotous assembly, conspiring to assault 
Thomas Mongan and Michael Kelly, and with 
malicious injury by damaging two glass 
windows, the property of Henry Mongan. 
Patrick McHugh, Michael Hughes and J. J. 
Canney were also charged with unlawful pos- 
session of three shot guns and with posses- 
sion of firearms with intent to endanger 
property. 

Mr. K. Haugh (instructed by Mr. J, 5. 
O'Connor) appeared for the Attorney- 
Genera). | 

Mr. T A. O’Donoghue, solicitor, Tuam, on 
behalf of the accused men, pleaded guilty to all 
the charges, except those of malicious injury 
and possession of firearms with intent, and in 
those counts Mr. Haugh entered a nolle 
prosequi. 

Mr. Haugh said that this was a particu- 
larly contemptible assault. 


DEGREES OF GUILT, 


Superintendent Patrick Cronin said that, in 
his opinion, Lynskey was chiefly responsible. 
and planned the assault. Patrick Ferrick 
was next in order of guilt. There was no 
previous conviction against Ferrick. Lynskey 
was bound to the peace five years ago— 
on 6th July, 1928—for damaging a galvanised 
roof, the property of Mr. Henry Mongan, 
the man who was assaulted on this occasion. 
The other four men were of good character. 
In the case of the gun carried by Hughes, 
a certificate was held by his father. In the 
case of Canney there was no certificate, but 
the gun was old and could not be regarded 
as a firearm. 

Mr. O’Donoghue referred to the case of 
Lynskey, and said that he had kept the 
peace up to the date of this offence. Re- 
garding the other accused men, the Super- 
intendent had admitted that nothing was 
known against them. From his own know- 
ledge, he could tell the Court that they be- 
longed to very respectable parents. What 
occurred was an overdose of political 
enthusiasm. It was much to their credit 
that they. had admitted the charge and had 
not perjured themselves. 

They had taken the guns from their 
homes, where they were entitled to be, but 
did not intend to do any damage, The 
district. from which they came was free from 
offences of a political nature, and this was 
the first one that had occurred. He would 
ask the Court to deal leniently with the ac- 
cused men.

INDEMNITY AND IMMUNITY. 
Proceeding, Mr. Costello, after citing 
authorities, said that, because the members 
of the Military Tribunal were treated by 
the Legislature as an inferior tribunal, it 
was necessary to put in Section 8, to give 
them indemnity and immunity, The fact that 
that was so was an additional proof that 
the Legislature regarded this Military 
Tribunal as a completely inferior tribunal.

very words had been used in many other 
statutes where certiorart was taken away, 
and it was quite clearly laid down for years 
that the mere fact that certiorars was taken 
nway by statute did not prevent the High 
Court from issuing cer.torcei in a proper 
case where the Court or inferior tribunal 
had exceeded its jurisdiction. | 
Having made some comparisons of the 
aire of different Courts as conferred 
»y atatute—among which he referred to the 
Land Commission—Mr. Costello said that, if 
there was any claim that could be ustified 
for the omnipotence of the Military Tribunal; 
it would have been still more justified for 
the omnipotence of the Irish Land Commis- 
sion.

CHAIRMAN’S REPLY. 


T a meeting of the Cork County Council 
A yesterday, Mr. W. J. Broderick, T.D., 
presiding, ; 

Mr. R. Kelly asked for an expression of 
opinion from the Council on a matter which 
he saw reported in the Press early in the 
week—that was the statement by the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health in 
regard to housing in County Cork. He (Mr. 


Kelly) had been associated with building for. 


a great many years and had done all he 
could towards having many houses erected. 
During the past week a very strong comment 
was made by, the Minister in connection with 
the dilatory manner in which houses were 
being built in the County Cork. He was sure 
that the Minister believed what he said to 
be correct, but his statement was far awa 
from the facts, as the Council were we 
aware, and he thought the Council should 
give an expression of opinion on It. 

In regard to West Cork, he knew there was 
no reason whatever for the comment. With 
regard to the County Board uf Health, they 
had three different Health Board Committees 
constituted, he believed, and each and every 
one of the three Health Committees believed 
they should be further advanced with housing 


than they were. 
CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 


Chairman—The question is a rather big one. 
You have seen from the Press strictures by 
the Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health on the housing activities of the County 
Council and the Board of Health. I suggest 
it would appear discourteous if we did not 


ive him our side of the question. The 
a 


County Council, under the ousing Acta, 
which were in office from 1924 to 1952, were 
en powered to give grants or make loans to 
persons for the erection of houses, and under 
this Act the Council expended £40,000, 
advancing loans to approved applicants in 
connection with the erection of houses. The 
total number is over 500. The Council's 
yowers were brought to an end on 29th 
obann, 1932. Nothing remained then but 
the old Small Dwellings Act, which requires 
that a mortgage should be om on nae 
souse, and, as the majority of loans wou 
ee etal, up to about £80, it was felt that 
the cost of the mortgage and proof of title 
would make it difficult, if not impossible, for 
3 to work the same Act. i 

: The Council asked the Minister Íor Local 
Government to take the necessary steps to 
continue the former system, and make a loan 
on the security of the bond signed by the 
borrower and two sureties—a system that has 
not as yet cost the county a penny in default 
—-the cost of which would only amount to a 
few shillings in stamp duty. A reply was re- 
ceived from the Minister last September that 
he had under consideration an amendment of 
the Small Dwellings Acts on the lines sug- 
gested by the Council, In view of that in- 
timation the Council borrowed £50,000 from 
the Local Loan Fund, to be ready. to proceed 
the moment they got the necessary legal 
sanction, We have not heard that the pro- 
mised legislation has even yet been intro- 
uced, : 

: The Countwv Board of Health, the Chairman 
continued, with the consent of the County 
Council, has decided to build cottages in the 
county at a cost of £250,000. The various 
committees have spent their time in all kinds 
of weather in selecting sites to expedite the 
scheme and a mortgage of £48,000 has 
already been executed to build cottages on 
plots already acquired, and in some cases 
already contracts have been given out and 
cottages are under construction. When this 
scheme is well under way the necessary 
engineering and legal assistance, and _the 
whole machinery made, the Board has deeided 
to apply for another £250.000, making a half 
million in all, provided for the building of 
houses. The Council has already signified its 
assent to the borrowing of the second 
£250,000. 


NORTH CORK. 


What I have referred to is a uniform treat- 
ment to every portion of the county, which 
was our only just course as a county autho- 
ritv. The difficulty arose when special areas 
claimed preferential treatment. A special case 
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was made for Kanturk and other towns in 
that area. Its claims for a hodusing scheme 
were readily admitted by the Board. ‘The 
demand for houses in that area—200, at the 
Inspector’s estimate of £300 per house, or 
£60,000—was to be a county-at-large charge. 
That area had already got its share, equal 
with every port.on of the county under the 
other scheme. We felt it would be unfair to 
tax the rest of the county with £60,000 for a 
special area. The Minister will. give us no 
other power than a power to levy on the 
entire county. 

Now, I submit to you—I do not like to 
use the word challeage: it sounds too aggres- 
sive—but I submit that the most ardent sup- 
porter of the Minister in East or West Cork, 
conscious of the difficulties of his own area, 
will not support the taxing of his own area 

to facilitate another area. 
might say here that North Cork have not 
asked to be so assisted, and they are pre- 
pared to carry their own burden if the law 
would only permit it. As a matter of fact, 
they have already over-spent their estimate 
by £10,000 in an effort to assist housing, 
and they have not included this year to make 
it a county-at-large, which they are legally 
entitled to. They, like the other areas, are 
anxiously awaiting the promised legislation 
by the Ministry in the 


would do away with all conflict of opinion 
as to te area of charge. as 

I regret very much that the Minister has 
introduced what was never before introduced 
into our debates, a political tinge, or that he 
gliíould feel for a moment that the Counc! 
and Board of Health were actuated in their 
decisions by politics, During our connection 
with the Council’ every public problem has 
been decided entirely on its merits and for 
the benefit of the community as a whole. 


MINISTER'S THREAT, 


As to the implied threat that if we do not 
proceed with the work he would take action, 
this implies clearly the dissolution of the 
County Council. I speak as a member of the 
Council and not as Chairman, for, after all, 
chairmanship is only a matter of convenience 
to the Council in its procedure, whilst mem- 
bership. is on an entirely higher plane. We 
wembers come here to do our best in public 
affairs for the public who elected us, and 
for the people of the county. Since we ac- 
cepted responsibility of office, local affairs 
and local responsibility have been completely 
altered by the withdrawal of grants and the 
reduction of the capacity of the people in 
general to carry the burden of rates. In those 
circumstances 1t would be a relief, to me at

The Banks’ Burden. 


Since the end of the Great War the 
banks in this country have flourished. 
Year after year they have shown sub- 
stantial profits on their working, and their 
deposits have reached remarkably high 
figures. This year, while dividends have 
been kept at their former level, there is a 
general decline in the banks’ affairs. In 
nearly every case deposits have fallen, and, 
with one exception, the reports show a 
drop in advances to the borrowing public. 
Profits in all cases are down. This fact is 
attributed to a variety of causes, including 
the abnormally high rates of taxation in 
the Free State and the unusually low 
rates that are being paid for money in 
the open market. The period of cheap 
money is likely to continue for some 
time, and, while it naturally ought to 
help industry, it cannot but affect the 
profits of the banking institutions. Mr. R. 
D. Trotter, Chairman of the Provincial 
Bank, informed his shareholders that the 
directors might not be able to maintain the 
annual dividend of 124 per cent. for an 
indefinite period. He was the only chair- 
man to strike a definite note of warning ; 
but it is clear from the balance sheets of 
the other banks that all are in a like 
position.. There are no sounder institu- 
tions of their kind in the world than the 
Irish banks, but even they are beginning 
to be affected at, last by the crisis in Free 
State trade. 

In 1932 all the Irish banks showed 
unusually high deposits. During that 
vear large numbers of American citizens, 
anticipating the fall in the external 
value of the dollar, opened accounts in 
Irish banks; time 
substantial sums of money lay fallow, 
because they could not be invested with 
advantage. Now the Americans have begun 
to recall their deposits. The investment 
market has shown signs of improvement, 
and two recent Loans in the Free State 
have helped to lower the banks’ deposit 
figures. This aspect of the banks’ reports, 
therefore, need cause no alarm. The really 
dangerous aspect of the situation is stressed 
by the Governor of the Bank of Ireland, 


and at the same 


who refers to ‘‘ an unreasonable and orga- 
nised opposition ” throughout the Free 
State to any attempt by the banks to 
recover their debts. 
of the country have borrowed money from 
the banks from time to time, and during 
the last year or so they have been showing 
an increasing unwillingness to repay it. 
In the majority of cases the only security 
that they have offered has been in the 
form of land; and nobody can blame the 
banks if they hesitate to make further 
advances unless the borrower can offer 
collateral security of an easily realisable 
kind. 

But for the solidity of the Irish banks 
the present position of the Free State 
would be’ far worse than it is. Their 
average proportion of liquid assets is well 
over sixty per cent.; and they never have 
failed to come to the country’s assistance 
in time of crisis. We need not elaborate 
the part that they played in the flotation 
of the last National Loan. ‘The people 
of the Free State at the moment are 
living on credit. Farmers have little or 
no ready money, and the most surpris- 
ing feature of the ' situation 
is the fact that the banks are standing 
the strain with so little apparent effort.

Nature and Man. 


A foreign bird ‘‘ farm,’’ the only one of 
its kind, flourishes in a corner of Kent. 
It has 8,000 occupants, all natives of 
sub-tropical lands, but alf fitted for their 
new home by a gradual process of 
acclimatisation. Most of them come 
from Australasia—parrots, parrakeets and 
budgerigars—and the ' farmers,” two 
young naturalists, have bred hybrids that 
are unknown south of the Equator. Some 
of the species that are thriving now in 
Kent are exceedingly rare; indeed, a few 
are said to be extinct already in their 
normal habitat. This experiment reminds 
us that in one respect posterity, a thou- 
sand years hence, will have a considerable 
advantage over the twentieth century. 
Throughout the greater part of recorded 
time man waged a cruel war on Nature, 
with the result that thousands of interest- 
ing, sometimes valuable, and often 
harmless creatures have perished from 
the world. No doubt, Nature herself, 
rather than man, extinguished’ the 
dinosaurs and mammoths; but within 
recent centuries man’s ferocity and greed 
have been the agents of destruction. In 
the seventeenth century that ungainly 
bird, the dodo, was plentiful on Vacific 
islands; to-day its skeleton is among the 
rarest prizes of museums. The moa, in 
Australia, shared its fate, and the great 
auk became extinct almost within the 
memory of li ing man. _ Fortunately, 
education has called a halt to this indis- 
criminate slaughter. The North American 
buffalo has been saved only in the nick of 
time. Certain species of whales have been 
brought under international protection. 
Secure sanctuary is being found for 
lions, elephants, gorillas and wild deer in 
large areas of Africa. We may assume 
now that, so far as men can contrive, 
every wild creature which exists to-day 
will exist a thousand years hence. 
Nobody, in A.D. 2934, will be required to 
accept the rhinoceros ‘on the sole testimony 
of science, as now we must accept the 


pterodactyl.

A Glut of Milk. 


Farmers in England are exercised 
greatly over the problem of milk prices, 
which is occupying the attention of the 
Milk Board, and also of the Cabinet, at 
the moment. It is anticipated that there 
will be a surplus of no fewer than forty 
million gallons of milk in the spring, and 
the general public feels that something 
ought to be done to prevent over-charging. 
One of the reasons for the glut is the fact 
that, under the Ottawa agreement, no 
check can be put on the amount of butter 
and cheese imported from the Dominions 
until the end of a three years’ period. 
Butter and cheese from Australia and New 
Zealand are so cheap that the home pro- 
ducts cannot compete with them, and 
English farmers who are accustomed to sell 
their surplus milk supplies for the manu- 
facture of butter and cheese are getting 
only threepence-farthing for the gallon. A 
scheme is before the Cabinet at present 
which is calculated to relieve the farmers’ 
distress. It is proposed to make a levy of 
half-a-crown a hundredweight on all 
imported cheese and butter—whether or not 
they emanate from Dominion sources—and, 
with the proceeds, to help native pro- 
ducers. A levy of half-a-crown would yield 
£860,000 a year in the case of butter, and 
£371,000 a year in the case of cheese. The 
experts estimate that this money would 
enable an increased price of three-halfpence 
a gallon to be paid to farmers who sell 
cheese and butter from their farms, and 
would involve an additional cost of only 
one farthing a pound to the consumer.

Mr. Churchill was the guest of honour last 
night at the annual dinner of the North 
Paddington Conservative and Unionist 
Association, 

“We have a great country and we have 
a- great chance,” he said. ‘*We have seen 
all these institutions of which this island 
has been the cradle brushed away and all 
sorts ‘of ideas put forward giving gréat 
ascendancy to brutal power, but here we have 
preserved the liberties of the subject. 

“ We have preserved the right of the citizen 


as against the State, the right of the humblest 


man to choose or to change his occupation. 
We have preserved the impartiality and the 
incorruptibility of the Courts of Justice; we 
have preserved the iron integrity of our law; 
we have preserved all that at a time when 
across the rest of the civilised world what 
have you? Everything has been swept away, 
and just the will of this or that tyrant or 
dictator has prevailed. | think we had better 
keep hoid of those sort of things. They 
represent the life in which we have grown 
up, and they represent what our friends 
fought for in the war. 

“We have much to be thankful for. We 
are coming through the economic crises at 
least as well as any other country. At the 
same time, we are preserving our pariia- 
mentary institutions so far.”’ 

Mr. Churchill added :—‘‘ We are told that 
if the Socialists get into power they will have 
no nonsense with the House of Commons. 
They will allow it to pass a resolution straight 
away, and then after that Sir Stafford Cripps 
and his friends will be telling us where we 
get off. | 

“- I am not a revolutionary. I am all for old 
England going on, year after year, century 
after century, building up each generation 
and losing nothing. But i I were a revolu- 
tionary I certainly would not adopt the tactics 
of Sir Staftord Cripps, of jumping into the 


middle of it and then running away, leading 


the excited crowd forward to overturn the 


British institutions and then, when somebody 


says: ‘Order, order,’ running away like a 


little whipped cur.”

175 KILLED IN 
STEAMER FIRE.

FRENZIED RUSH TO 
ESCAPE FLAMES. 


———-——— 
From REvTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Thursday. 


News reached here to-day that at least 
175 passengers, including women and 
children, lost their lives early on Monday 
morning in one of the worst shipping 
accidents on the Yangtse River. i 

They were passengers in the small river 
steamer Weitung, which caught fire aíter 
running aground on a sand bar at a spot 
53 miles from Hankow. 

Only 34 lives—ten members of the crew 
and 24 passengers—were saved. 

Heartrending stories of the mishap were 
told on the arrival here to-day of the 
steamer Kiangan, which went to the 
rescue. 

Laden with tallow and cotton, and 
carrying about 200 passengers, the Wei- 
tung was towing a lighter loaded with a 
similar cargo when she grounded on the 
sandbar at 10 o’clock on Sunday night. 

Three hours after grounding she 
suddenly listed heavily. Part of her cargo 
of tallow flowed into the engine-room, and 
a deafening explosion took place. 

In an instant the little ship was a 
raging inferno, and as the flames spread. 
to the lighter the passengers and crew 
leapt into the icy waters. 

Helpless women and children were 
trampled under foot in a stampede for 
safety. Passengers and crew fought for 
life in the freezing water, which finally 
claimed them all. 

The Kiangan arrived on the spot at full 
speed, just in time to rescue ten members 
of the crew and 24 passengers who hau 
taken refuge on the upper deck, and who 
were watching the flames creep relentlessly 
upward to where they were huddled, An 
elderly man died of shock during the 
rescue operations. 

All attempts to quell the flames were 
unavailing, and the Weitung burned to 
the water’s edge. 


SHERIFF CHASES 
LYNCHERS. 


YOUNG NEGRO DRAGGED 
FROM JAIL.

A verdict that he met his death “ at the 
hands of persons unknown”’ was returned 
by the Coroner’s jury to-day at the inquest 
on Rex Scott, the young negro, who was 
taken from jail last night by thirty or 
forty masked men and hanged from a tree. 
l‘orty shot wounds were found in his body. 

Alex. Johnson, a coal miner, who was 
taken to hospital suffering from injuries 
said to have been caused by Scott, did not 


after the negro’s body was found hanging. 
Scott was imprisoned pending a charge of 
assault being brought against him. 

An intensive investigation has been 


begun into the lynching. About 300 people 
in all surrounded the Perry County Jail | 
last night, and a number of them, break- | 
ing in, threatened an official with death | 
if he did not produce the keys of Scott’s | 
cell. 
The jailer who carried the keys was | 
finally cornered in one of the corridors, | 
and the keys forced from him. Scott was | 
then removed by force, thrust into a car, | 
and carried off into open country, accom- | 
panied by a following of cars, from which | 
the lynchers fired widly into the air as | 
they drove along. | 
The Sheriff, with a posse fifty strong, | 
set out immediately in pursuit, but the | 
lynching was completed before he arrived, | 
He was in time to see a crowd of several 
hundreds scurry away from the dangling 
body. Three men have been arrested on 
murder warrants, but deny participation 
in the lynching. All are co-workers with 
Johnson in a local mine. i 
_There were forty-seven lynchings in the 
United States during 1933, and only six in | 
the previous year. | 
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MR. G. V. MURPHY. 


The death took place yesterday of Mr. 
Gerald V. Murphy at his residence, Hillside, 
Corkran road, Surbiton, Surrey. Mr. Murphy, 
who was the fifth son of the late Mr. W. 
Martin Murphy, of Dartry, was in his usual 
excellent health in the morning, but took 
suddenly ill. Medical aid was urgently 
summoued, but proved unavailing, and he 
passed away shortly afterwards. 

The late Mr. Gerald Murphy was appointed 
a director of 7ndependent Newspapers, Ltd., 
in January, 1920, and took a deep interest in 
the welfare of ‘the. concern and also of its 
staffs. 

He was well-known throughout business 
circles in Ireland, his interests covering a 
wide field of commercial undertakings. He 
was a director of the old Athenry, Tuam. 
and Claremorris Railway; West Clare 
Railway, Dublin and Lucan Electric Railway, 
of Fallon Bros., Ltd., the well-known educa- 
tional publishers ; Messrs. Murphy and O’Con- 
nor, Ltd., contractors, Bantry, and of the. 
Clontarf and Hill of Howth Tramroad. He 
was connected with his late father’s business 
for a number of years, and had a wide 
knowledge of tramway electrification work. 
He was resident director in London of the 
Lrish Independent. 

He was well-known in sporting circles, and 
took a keen interest in many forms of sport, 
including Rugby, athletics, and racing. For 
many years he was a member of the London- 
Trish Rugby Football Club and Sandown Park 
Racecourse Company. He was a clever 
amateur boxer, and assisted in . promoting 
many tournaments, frequently acting as a 
judge. 

The late Mr. Murphy served in the South 
African War, and gained the Queen’s Medal 
with five clasps. .

The newspapers agree that further dis- 
cussion is useless, and it is urged that the 
Disarmament Conference shall be called 
together without further delay, so that 
it may be informed of the situation. In 
Marc) last the British Cabinet preduced 
a plan which has proved quite unaccept- 
able to France o. Germany. and it is 
feared in political circles that. if Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald perseveres with a new 
scheme, it will meet with < similar fate. 


Motor Accidents. 


Recommendation. for increased road 
safety are contained in a memorandum 
which was submitted to-day to the 
Ministry of Transport by «he Automobile 
Association. The Association argues that, 
if it is properly enforced, the existing law 
is adequate to deal with the dangerous 
motor driver. An intensive campaign of 
educative propaganda, financially sup- 
ported by the Government, and carried 
out through the medium of the National 
Safety First Association, Is necessary. 
Motorists cannot be absolved entirely froin 
blame, but every road-user bears a } 
sponsibility, and the situation calls for 
united effort. The scheme provides for 
dissemination of propaganda by the use 
of the Press and radio, and in churches. 
schools and cinemas, with a wide poster 
campaign. It is urged that cui ailment of 
road development along progressive lines 
has had a bearing on this question of road 
accidents, and that a national programme 
of road construction, improvement and 
maintenance is imperative. This shonid 
include provision of continrous non-skid 
road surfaces, elimination of railway level 
crossings on important main roads, and the 
provision of footpaths, refuges and special 
crossing-places and subways. : 

A circular letter addressed bv the Home 
Office to magistrates thronghout the 


| country, giving details of the number of 


road accidents in England and Wales 
during the past year, is a definite 
pointer that legislation dealing with 
the tol] of the road is under 
consideration. Attention is called to 
the circumstances in which power 
is given to suspend the driving 
licences of offenders, and it is sugvested 
that the power to disqualify shall he made 
available against motoring offenders, even 
if there have heen no previous convictions. 
Magistrates are asked to communicata 
their views. and to bring to notice anv 
difficulties they may have experienced in 
exercising the power of suspension. 


Agriculture in Germany. 


A number of British farming and in- 
dustrial leaders, including Colonel J. 
Sandeman Allen, M.P., will leave 
England this week for Berlin to studv 
Germany’s new drive to make herself 
agriculturally self-supporting. It will be 
launched at the ‘‘Green Week” Agri- 
cultural Fair, starting in Berlin on 
Saturday. The purpose of this show, 
which. will be the largest yet held in Ger- 
many, is to indicate how Germany could 
become independent of foreign food 
supplies. by the re-settlement of the

section of the exhibition will be devoted 
to canning and preserving. Methods of 
manufacture, as well as the finished pro- 
duct, will be on view, and demonstrations 
will be given.

N oise in London. 


The efforts of the Anti-Noise League tc 


secure a quieter London at night have 


been so far successful that much more 
quietude is assured than was formerly the 
case. The Government have “promised 
relief in more than one direction, while 
the Minister of Transport has also been 
most sympathetic, and it is not im- 
probable that before long there may be a 
silence ordinance, prohibiting hooting by 
‘motor cars at night, such as is the rule 
in Paris and some other big cities. “The 
movement is about to embark on an ex- 
tensive campaign in the big coastal 
resorts, where quietude is considered to 
be as necessary as in London, It has been 
demonstrated that all mechanical noises 
are -preventible, and that only the 
pressure of public opinion was needed to 
bring about a reformation. 


Foreign Visitors. 


The return of visitors on holiday from 
abroad to Great Britain and Ireland, 
issued by the Home Office in respect o! 
last December, reveals that 1933 was 4 
‘‘record’’ year for such visitors. Althoug' 
visitors from the United States of America 
showed a decline on the previous year, 
figures for the latter months of 1933 re 
vealed that the numbers of such visitors 
were gradually inereasing—a fact tor 
which the lower cost of living in Great 
Britain and Ireland than in the United 
States of America was probably largely 
responsible. A feature of 1933 was the 
number of European visitors, largely from 
France, who came to London and the 
South Coast resorts on single day trips. 
On one occasion nearly 9,000 French visitors 
spent a day in London. Cruises, notab'y 
from Hungary and Poland, which per- 
mitted passengers to spend a day or more 
in various parts of Great Britain and Ire 
land, were very popular, and are likely to 
be repeated this summer, 


Travel by Air. 


In the course of the summer a big au 
wdy system will be established wherely 
passengers will be able to enter an :ero- 
plane at Croydon and travel to the 
western islands of the Highlands, six 
hundred miles away; and a number ol 
the big centres of population in Britain 
will be linked together by the same 
system. It will then be possible to go by 
air from Croydon to Dublin, Belfast. 
Glasgow, Manchester, with other places 
of importance. Only multi-engined air 
liners will be used in the service. most!y 
of the Dragon type, carrying up to ten 
passengers. For the oversea services 4 
special type of hiner will be used, seating 
sixteen, which will cruise at over 12! 
miles an hour, and will be the largest air 
liner mm service on the internal airways 
of Great Britain. It is expected that the 
fares will be about one-halfpenny a mile 
neig than the usual first-class railway 
are, 


A 4,000 Mile Road. 


_A road four thousand miles long will 
be completed in Canada by the autumn. 
running from the Maritime Provinces to 
the coast of British Columbia, The 
provinces of Canada have been ¢o-operat- 
ing in the work on this road for years, 
and some twelve thousand men have been 
employed, living in road camps. At one 
point, at the head of the Great Lakes, the 
road is interrupted by a ferry, but motor 
cars are not lifted off their wheels an‘ 
drivers and passengers can remain in their 
seats. The only incomplete section 's 
about forty miles in Ontario, which is a 
very difficult stretch over barren and rocky 
ground.

6 né best horsemen of ten European 
countries have arrived here to take 
part in the International Riding and 
Driving Tournament to be held in the 
Atasbethusigy-Hatlon, Kaiserdamm, in con- 
nection with the ‘‘Green Week,’’ which 
opens to-morrow and continues until 
Sunday, February 4th. 

Last night the Irish Free State Army 


Colonel Michael Hogan, arrived via 
London and the Hook of Holland. They 
were met at the station by representatives 
of the Free State Legation and of General 
von Poseck, President of the Organising 
Committee, who escorted them to the 
Hotel Adlon, where they will reside dur- 
ing their stay in Berlin. 

The horses of the team, which left 
Dublin on Friday night, arrived yester- 
day morning, under the charge of

FOR OLYMPIC GAMES. 


One of the most important contests in 
which the Trish team is enteredis that for 
the Grand Prize of the National Movement, 
which is primarily intended as a test for 
horses and riders who are to enter for the 
next Olympic Games. It consists of three 
sections:—(a) A demonstration of riding 
according to the programme for military 
riders at the next Olympic Games, which 
has to be executed from memory by the 
competitors; (b) the horses will have to 
gallop one and a quarter miles (outside 
the arena) over cross-country obstaéles 
with sharp turnings and sudden stops ; (c) 
A jumping competition similar to that of 
a“ military test ’’ at the Olympic Games. 
In addition to the main prize, souvenirs 
will be awarded to the winners of each 
section, the competition being open to 
military officers, cadets and amateur 
riders (men and women), 

There are more than eighty entries for 
the Prize of the Agricultural Week, the 
first event in which the Irish riders take 
part, which will be competed for to- 
morrow afternoon and evening. This is 
a jumping contest over ten to sixteen 
obstacles not exceeding 14 metres in 
height. On Saturday and Sunday the 
Free State team will be engaged in the 
competitions for the Grand Prize of the 
National Movement, and on Monday after- 
noon they will take part in the high-and- 
wide jump. In this contest the front 
rail will remain at approximately 4 feet, 
while the back rail will be raised from 54 
feet by steps of four inches, the distance 
between the rails increasing from about 
43 feet by 8 inches at a time. 

The horses of the team which are not 
taking part in the high-and-wide jump 
are entered for the touch-and-out com- 
petition, to be held on Monday evening. 
At the first fault in.this contest the rider 
is eliminated. More than fifty entries 
have been received for that event. 


FOR MEMORIAL PRIZE. 


The other competitions in which the 

Irish Free State team will participate 
during the week include the Prize in 
Remembrance of Prince Friedrich Sigis- 
mund (jumping over two courses), Prize 
of the Foreigners, Prize of Berlin, Rail- 
Jumping, Jumping in Couples, the 
“Farewell” Prize, and the Prize of Ger- 
many ‘Prize of the Nations). . The last 
event is for representative teams of the 
nations competing at the show, and, for 
the first time since before the Great War. 
a French team will participate in the com- 
petition. 
_ The majority of the other riding, and 
jumping competitions, for which the Free 
State has not entered, are contests con- 
fined to German horses or horses owned 
by residents in Germany. 

Apart from these events, several 
spectacular shows are being staged in the 
Ausstellungs-Hallen during the week. 
These include manceuvres by. the 
Reichswehr, 
by the police, and a quadrille by sixteen 
thoroughbred stallions from the famous 
Brandenburg Provincial Stud.

GERMAN “HANDS OFF ” 
WARNING TO POWERS. 


From Revrer’s CorresPonvent. 
BERLIN, Thursday. 

The German Government’s reply to the 
Austrian protest against the alleged in- 
fluence by certain German circles on the 
Nazi movement in Austria is likely to be 
a sharp rejection of the protest, on the 
ground that it is ‘‘ totally unfounded and 
unjustified.’’ 

What the official German ‘attitude is to 
the report that the British, French and 
Italian Ambassadors in Berlin may make 
a joint démarche in favour of Austria, 
or that the latter may appeal to the 
League of Nations, is shown by Press 
comments this .afternoon, evidently in- 
spired by official quarters, 

This comment is to the effect that the 
Dollfuss Government is ruling against the 
will of the Austrian people, and is in- 
tentionally avoiding an election, the 
result of which it has every reason to 
fear. ; 

Dr. Dollfuss has not the right, there- 
fore, it is declared, to speak in the name 
of the Austrian people. Any foreign State 
which considers that it must support his 
Csovernment would thus fla othe: os violate 
the principles of the self-determination 
right of nations. 

The newspapers point out that just as 
little as the German Government inter- 
feres in the internal political struggle in 
Austria, just as little have other Severs: 
ments the right to interfere in it by a 
diplomatic action, which would be in 
violation of all laws of morality and 
justice. | |

taking a step from which, in view of the 
clear juridieal position, no . diplomatic 
glories could be gained.

KRUPP’S EMPLOYING

RENCH dissatisfaction with the fore- 
casts of the British disarmament 
proposals to Germany has quickly 
crystallised. | ' 
It is reported that the plan suggests a 
German Army of 250,000 men for a trial 
period of two years, and that in general it 
is a half-way measure between French pro- 
posals and German demands. 

The Temps, the semi-official newspaper, 
says that it cannot believe that the British 
Government wants to take this line. It 
expresses the opinion that if the British 
Government sounds Paris and Berlin it 
will find that its plan is unacceptable to 
both, and it will, therefore, not risk the 
loss of prestige. 

“The mere fact, the newspaper con- 
tinues, ‘‘ that London is thinking of a 
compromise between the German theory of 
re-armament and the French theory of dis- 
armament is disquieting. When her 
security is at stake there are sacrifices 
that France cannot make, even to British 
friendship. ' 


CONSECRATING RE-ARMING, 


The Journal des Débats declares, in 
‘even stronger terms, that: .' One thinks 
one is dreaming when one reads such a 
programme. It is proposed to renew and 
aggravate the mistakes which have per- 
mitted Pan-Germanism to become more 
menacing than in 1914.” 

The Liberté says that the British 
Government is still under the illusion that 
Germany will be appeased and reconciled 
because her demands have been satisfied. 

The Intransigeant writes: “In its 
present form the plan is not satisfactory 
to us. It consecrates the re-armament of 
the Reich and the disarmament of 
France.’’ 

Commenting on the proposals, a high 
French authority informed Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent to-day that he did not believe 
that they would satisfy French opinion. 
He was unable to state the attitude the 
French Government would adopt in regard 
them. ‘‘ Sometimes,’’ he added, “ the 
French Government has run counter to 
public opinion, but it seems in this case 
that is lic opinion will find that the 
British plan involves too great concessions 
from France. 


KRUPPS MORE ACTIVE. 


An astonishing improvement in the 
business of the former armaments firm of 
Friedrich Krupp, of Essen, is revealed by 
its annual report, says Reuter’s Berlin 
Correspondent. | 

Although the company concluded its 
business year at the end of September, 
1933, with a loss of 3,069,000 marks, com- 
pared with a loss of 15,231,000 marks for 
the same period of the previous year—a 
loss which will be covered out of the 
reserve—there was a marked upward 
tendency in the company’s production. 

The number of workmen employed at 
the works at Essen and the affiliated 
industries at Magdeburg and Kiel, is 
60,000, against 46,000 a year ago. 


BELGIUM URGED TO. 
RE-ARM. 


Belgium must re-arm, is the opinion of 
M. Deveze, Belgian Minister of National 
Defence, who is now on a tour of inspec- 
tion of the eastern frontier defences. 

‘‘ Belgium,”’ he points out, according to 
Reuter’s Correspondent in Brussels, “is 
in the direct: line of historical invasions. 
Defensive action must start at the frontier. 
so that Belgium’s allies are given the 
chance to come into action.” 

Two-thirds of the Budget vote 
(£6,465,000) passed in December should. 
he considers, be spent on re-arming the 
army. He advocates more and _ heavier 
artillery, more machine guns for the 
infantry, more aeroplanes, more mechani- 
cal transport units, and a plentiful supply 
of gas masks, including those for civilians. 

The remaining third of the amount 
allotted to defence should, according to 
M. Deveze, be devoted to the construction 
of “ permanent fortifications.’’

BIG INCREASE OF 
HOARDING.

BANK OF FRANCE DEFENDS 
GOLD STANDARD. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 


The report of M. Moret, Governor of 
the Bank of France, which was read at 
the Bank's annual general meeting to-day, 
reaffirms the necessity and efficacy of the 
gold standard. 

‘‘It is an indispensable condition of 
healthy economic and social discipline,”’ 
says M. Moret, who also declares t; .t 
international exchanges will not re-expand 
so long as the principal currencies are not 
stabilised. 

The report reveals that between De- 
cember 24th, 1932. and December 23rd, 
1933, the Bank’s gold reserves diminished 
by over 6,000,0000,000 francs (£48,000,000 
at par). During the same period, how 
ever, the note coverage rose from 77.65 per 
cent. to 78.85 per cent. 

“France will triumph over the economic 
crisis, but much remains to be done,’’ says 
the report, “and this mainly depends on 
the State, which must reduce public ex- 
penditure.”’ 

The report observes that. while hoarding 
of bank notes in France did not increase 
during 1933, hoards of gold increased con 
siderably. .

The Minister, who was addressing a 
conference of teachers at Augsburg, stated :

dumb and have been eradicated. 

““Any member of the Church,” the 
Minister continued, ‘‘ whether Protestant 
or Catholic, who will stand up against 
the racial theory will be regarded as one of 
these enemies of the State. 

“The German people has opened its 
gates wide for the conception of race, and 
the Church must open its doors in the same 
way. Any opposition on the part of 
Protestant or Catholic Churches to the

DUBLIN MARKET DEPRESSED 
AGAIN.

The Chairman (Mr. P. Belton, T.D.) | 
explained that, following last week's 
meeting, a deputation of stall-feeders had 
waited on the Free State Minister for 
Agriculture, who had given them nothing 
definite, although he agreed that the ideal 
method would be to give the licences to 
feeders. The deputation suggested a means 
by which a census of cattle could be 
obtained, and suggested that feeders 
should have 100 per cent. of the licences 
as from February 1. | 
Secretary of the County Committee of 
Agriculture inserted an advertisement in 
the daily papers requesting information 
from feeders in County Dublin of the 
number and class of cattle in their posses- 
sion. By noon on Wednesday they knew 
that there were 1,215 cattle being fattened 
in County Dublin, and when they would 
be ready for export: That had been done 
in three days. Cattle feeders could not 
be satisfied with the Minister for Agri- 
culture and his Department, who had had 
a month to do the work, and yet 
apparently had no information about a 
single county in Ireland. He suggested 
that the various County Committees of 
Agriculture, with the co-operation of the 
Civic Guards, should get to work on this 
census. He understood that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture had, in the local 
Press, invited applications from certain 
feeders, but this did not entitle feeders to 
become exporters. Another form would 
have to be filled before export could be 
effected. That was not expedition. They 
should see to it that the Minister for 
Agriculture got the necessary information. 


THE POSITION. 


The County Dublin return showed that 
60 per cent. of the cattle in stalls were 
ready for selling now. If they had to wait 
for sale until February 15, 80 per cent. of 
the cattle would have to go to the present 
exporters at a loss to the feeders af about 
£5 per head. 

““We do not want to have any conflict 
with cattle traders,’’ said the Chairman, 
‘but’ they are complaining that, if they 
do not get licences, their means of livell- 
hood is taken away; but if they want to 
take £5 per head from the farmer who is 
feeding the cattle they will kill the goose 
that lavs the golden eggs.” 

Mr. John N. Greene, Athy, chairman of 
the Beet Growers’ Association, agreed that 
the deputation to the Minister for ‘Agri- 
culture had produced nothing. The biggest 
obstacle, he said, was not the Minister for 
Agriculture, but some of the big officials 
of the Department of Agriculture, who 
gave them no support whatever. Feeders 
were placed in the position that they had 
their cattle in stalls, and had spent their 
labous and energy last year in producing 
food for beef this year. They were 
now able to sell only 42 per cent. 
of their cattle, and 58 per cent. could 
not be sold at any money. 

What did the Department of Agricul- 
ture do? It called on a Consultative 
Council composed of cattle traders, who 
never did anything for the cattle trade 
or the iive-stock industry but get all 
they could out of it. What feeders wanted 
was to establish the same competition for 
the 42 per cent. of their cattle as had 


existed previously, by giving the licences 


to feeders. He believed that, if the Con 
sultative Committee had been composed 
of farmers, they would have done their 
job in a more national manner, 


THE PEOPLE TO BLAME. 


It was untrue to suggest that they 
wanted to take away from legitimate ex- 
porters their means of earning their living. 
He would ask the public to decide if the 
consultative body had proved its worth. 
When the quota was established cattle 
went up 5s. per cwt. in Britain and fell 
by 5s. per cwt. here, and the consultative 
body had done more to damn the cattle 
trade than anybody else. He was sorry 
that the people in the cattle trade should 
do such a thing. The people most to blame 
were the officials of the Department of 
Agriculture, who agreed with the present 
Consultative Committee because it made 
their job easy. He urged that they should 
demand the abolition of the Consultative 
Council, and that no further licences be 
issued until after February Ist. : 

Mr. J. P. Kennedy, Co. Dublin, said 
that as long as the present cattle Con- 
sultative Council existed farmers were not 
going to have any say in the conduct of 
their own affairs or in the sale of their 
cattle. That Council did not consider the 
interests of feeders, and should be 
abolished. On any new Council thev 
should demand representation. With 
regard to the distribution of licences, Mr. 
Kennedy said that they were informed 
that all had been given out; but he knew 
of instances where exporters had been 
able to obtain licences during the week,

They, 
as tillage farmers, were the mainstay 
of the country, paying rates and 
income tax, but during the last three or 
four years they had lost money and were 
being sucked down.

Two 
feeders had 600 c&ttle between them, 
and one of them, on application, had 
got a quota of ten cattle. 

He believed that a census could be got 
through the Civic Guards. If that was 
done within the next few days it would be 
easy for the Guards to distinguish between 
animals that had been some time in the 
stalls and those just put in. 

Mr. Kearney, Louth, reported the case 
of a stock-feeder who sold cattle in England 
at a net price of 29s. per cwt., whereas 
their price at home would be 21s. This 
would have represented a loss of £4 10s. 
to £5 per head if the stock had been sold 


at home. 
EXPORTERS CRITICISED. 


The Chairman explained that licences 
would be issued for 42 per cent. of the 
cattle being fed, and they claimed that these 
should be given to feeders. They did not 
claim that feeders should organise them- 
selves into a co-operative export society. 
They only wanted the licences of the quota 
riven to feeders. Traders could then go 
to licensed feeders and buy whatever cattle 
they wanted. The resolution passed by 
the Cattle Exporters’ Association was the 
biggest twist they had ever made since 
they became a Consultative Council. 
Feeders did not want to interfere with 
cattle traders ; they only wanted fair play. 
He did not agree that the officials of the 
Department of Agriculture were to blame. 
If the officials obtruded themselves unduly 
in an important crisis like this, the 
Minister for Agriculture must be very 
weak, Cattle, in this particular instance, 
represented the backbone of tillage in the 
country, and if stall-feeding did not pro- 
vide a remunerative market to the feeder 
there could be no tillage in future. They 


‘were fighting the battle of tillage there, 


and if they went down the Minister for 
Agriculture. would have to get his Con- 
sultative Council of Cattle Traders to work 
the land and become farmers. 


LOSING BEST MONTH. 


Mr. Greene said that the case put up by 
the cattle exporters was th@t if feeders got 
the licences they would ask too much for 
their cattle; that the English market was 
flooded by Irish cattle-feeders to get the 
bounty; and that they were paying too 
much for Irish cattle. They were, he 
said, losing the best month of the year 
for the sale of fat cattle, and should not 
let the quota licences commence later 
than February 1. 

Mr. M. Doyle, Chairman Wexford 
County Council, agreed that they should 
take the initiative in moving for the 
abolition of the consultative council and 
cetting one that would be more favourable 
to feeders. On the motion of Mr. Greene, 
seconded by Mr. M. Doyle, it was

Mr. Belton, subsequent to the meeting, 
was in communication with the Depart- 
ment ef Agriculture. He asked for in- 
formation as to what percentage of licences 
would be given to the feeders, and also as 
to the date from which the licences would 
be effective. The reply he received Was that 
the Minister had not yet decided as to the 
percentage to be given to the feeder, but 
such licences when granted would be avail- 
able by February 6th. 

The official who spoke for the Minister 
told Mr. Belton that it was likely that 
licences would be granted to feeders who 
had tied up for fattening purposes twenty 
eattle or upwards. As soon as the result 
of the census which was being taken was 
available it was hoped that they would be 
able to consider smaller feeders, and issue 
licences to feeders of four cattle.

Chamber of Commerce for 1933, which 

will be submitted to the annual general

The introduction to the report is a brief 
general review, in which it is stated that: 
“In addition te the upward growth of 
tariffs, international trade during the year 
1933 has been hampered by restrictions to au 
extent never before experienced in modern 
times. By the end of 1932 the international 
gold standard monetary system had ceased to 
eXist except as a theory. When the United 
States of America on the 10th April, 1933, 
prohibited the export of gold, the inter- 
national exchange rates fluctuated to an 
extent that considerably interfered with the 
transaction of busiúess, International trade 
became largely governed by bargains made 
between Governments, which has created the 
difficult problem of maintaining the liberty 
of the individual trader while these bargains 
are being carried out. 


INCREASING TARIFFS. 


“As the bulk of the external trade of the 
lrish Free State is with Great Britain,” the 
report states, ' the majority of Irish traders 
fortunately have not been troubled to any 
great extent by exchange rates, but they 
have not escaped the other restrictions on 
trade which have become the common lot of 
citizens of ali nationalities. 

‘‘The pressure of external events and the

PROBLEMS THAT ARISE Y/ITH 
INCREASES. 


When Sir William White prophesied, many 
years ago, that the 1,000-ft. liner would come 
In due course, many doubted whether the 
economics of such a proposition would enable 
such a ship to be built (writes Shipbuilding 
ond Shipping Lecord), The Normandie and 
No. 534 both exceed 1,000 ft. in length, and 
what seemed to be improbable has come to 
pass. It is 6n record that the Food has 
attained a speed of 314 knots with 160,000 
s:h.p.. This is approximately the power which 
the Bremen developed in crossing the Atlantic 
at 28 knots. There must be some funda: 
mental difference, therefore, between the 
designs of a vessel built for war purposes 
aud that of a ship for the transport of 
passengers. 

If it were possible to power the Bremen 
go that a speed of 355 knots could be attained, 
the power would be at least 300,000. Two 
problems arise—namely, the housing -of the 
machinery. to develop this power, and the 
provision of the deadweight ability to carry 
the oil. These factors would inevitably mean 
a decided increase in the dimensions of the 
vessel, Before a balance was struck, it is 
certain that the 1,000-ft.. ship would be well 
exceeded, and that the power Tequired 
400,000 s.h.p. at least. At one time it was 
thought unlikely that shafts: could be made 
to transmit 30,000 s.h.p. each. Whether 
shafts can be made capable of transmitting 
100,000 each—as would be necessary with a 
quadruple arrangement—is a point fox..con- 
sideration.

The Report goes on to state that “ having 
regard to the extended powers under the 
Trade Loans (Guarantee) (Amendment) Act 
it was not apparent why the objects of the 
Industrial Credit Company, Limited, should 
include the lending of money to individuals. 
The Council accepted the principle of the 
Act, but decided that further developments 
should be closely watched, particularly with 
regard to the encroachments of Government 
trading on individual enterprise. 
‘If this Act is read in conjunction with 
the Approved Investments Act it would seem 
that it is the Government's intention to 
create, within the next two ye, securities 
which will become approved securities for 
the investment of Government funds.”’ 


DUBLIN’S BURDEN. 

The incidence of the Unemployment Assist- 
ance Act is pointed out. The Chambers 
endeavour to amend its provisions are re- 
viewed. A is. 6d. rate is imposed. in county 
boroughs and the borough of Dun Laoghaire, 
and the report states that the county 
boroughs will thus contribute £186,000, of 
which Dublin’s share will be £143,000, 
equivalent to an actual rate of one shilling 
and eightpence.

GERMANY INTRODUCING 
DIESEL TRAINS. 


A big development programme to “‘ speed 
up ” the German railway system by the 
introduction of a wide range of heavy oil 
motor trains will be completed during 1934, 
states a message received from Berlin. Before 
the end of the year, it 1s announced, 165 new 
Diesel units wil] be put into operation, being 
ing the total of such motor trains in service 
on the German State railways up to nearly 
250. | 

Of the new units in course of construction, 
150 are 4-axle and 15 2-axle motor trains, 
designed for branch line and local stopping 
services. ‘Three express motor trains for 
main line working are to be built, and two 
new. models of the famous stream-lined 
“Flying Hamburger” have been ordered for 
service between Berlin and Leipzig, and 
Berlin and Cologne. 

Experiments are now in ‘progress, it is 
stated, for increasing for short periods the 
410 h.p. developed by each of the two engines 
of the “Flying Hamburger’”’ up to 600 h.p. 
by a new process of supercharging, and it 1s 
anticipated that, if successful, this improve- 
ment will be incorporated in the models now 
on order. Three new streamlined steam 
locomotives will also be put into service, but 
these will not show a marked increase over 
present speeds. 

The special purpose of these developments, 
the message adds, is to stimulate new traffic. 
For the past two years all new electric stock 
ordered has been of the Diesel type.

TOLL OF THE 


EARTHQUAKE. 


OFFICIAL. INDIA 
OFFICE REPORT. 


BIG FUNDS NEEDED 
_ FOR RELIEF. 


STATEMENT from the India Office 
A says that, with the news now available, 

it is possible to form a closer apprecia- 
tion. than has hitherto. been possible of the 
magnitude of the disastrous earthquake 
which shook India on January 15th. 

It now appears that the loss of: life, 
although grave, has been much smaller than 
was at first feared, the death-roll being 
apparently not greatly in excess of 2,500 
(many thousands of persons have, of course, 
received injuries). Considering the wide- 
spread damage to house property and crops 
wrought by the earthquake, this figure is re- 
markably small. This is due apparently to 
the fact that the earthquake occurred at a 
time when the majority of the +2 dogg was 
either out of doors or fully awake. 

As regards material damage, the towns 
which have suffered most severely are those 
of North Bihar and the tae el Monghyr. 
The principal towns in North Bihar are:— 
Darbhanga (with a population of 60,000), 
Muzaffarpur (with a population of 43,000), 
and Motihari (with a population of Sy a 
In these towns at least half the brick-built 
houses have been ruined, or will have to’ be 
demolished. In Monghyr the hospital was 
destroyed, and hundreds of lives were lost. in 
the collapse of the bazaar, which is now a 
heap of ruins, In Muzaffarpur the houses of 
the judges and civil servants were destroyed, 
The jail and bank were damaged, and some 
300 lives were lost. In Darbhanga another 
300 lives were lost, and all the brick build- 
ings were destroyed. The town of Motihart 
became completely isolated, and was largely 
destroyed. 

As regards other towns, in Bhagalpur 
buildings were extensively damaged; at 
Jamalpur there was very great material 
damage and loss of some twenty lives; in 
Pusa the famous Agricultural Institute was 
badly damaged; in Chapra residences and 
yublic buildings were Wrecked and the 
hoonlial rendered unsafe. In Patna there 
was a loss of fifty lives, hundreds of persons 
were injured, and over 4,000 buildings in 
the town were either damaged or completely 


destroyed. 
RURAL LOSSES. 


Outside the towns destruction of louse 
property has been on a much smaller scale, 
as in most of the villages the houses are 
built of mud and wattle, with roofs of thatch 
or light tiles, and have not suffered very 
severe damage. In the rural districts, there- 
fore, the more obvious signs of the passage 
of the earthquake are broken and obliterated 
roads, widespread floods, and the presence 
everywhere of great cracks and fissures 1 the 
ground, from which mud, sand and water 
have been spouting and spreading a devas- 
tating slimy deposit over fields and crops. 
In addition, there has been a general collapse 
of road and railway bridges to such an ertent 
as to make ordinary communications Imprac- 
ticable over a large part of the affected area. 

The gravest menace to the rural popula- 
tion, which in the affected districts reaches 
in places the unusual density of over 900 to 
the square mile, is the damage, direct and 
indirect, to agriculture. Parts of the dis- 
tricts of Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga have 
suffered during the past year already three 
times from flooding. There, the original 
addy crop was swept away by the first 
Hood: The fields were again planted with 
rice seedlings, which were once more des- 
troyed; and now the third flood, caused by 
the earthquake, has destroyed the rabi crops, 
which were planted after the rains to replace 
the lost paddy. 


SLIME COVERS FIELDS. 


The damage due to the eruption of grey 
sand and mud in regard to the future culti- 
vation of the fields cannot at the moment be 
estimated, but to all appearance the land 
thus covered is devastated. 

But, perhaps, the worst blow to the an 
culturist is the destruction of the sugar mulls. 
The Rauyat depends upon sugar cane as 
almost his sole money crop. The stricken 
area contains nearly 200,000 acres under 
sugar cane, producing millions of tons of 
cane.’ Nearly all the mills that were to take 
this cane for the manufacture of sugar have 
been destroyed or put out of action forthe 
current season, oad the cane growers have 


lost the only profitable market for their crop. | 


Beyond the direct and immediate gies 
in the earthquake lies the danger to public 
health in the near future, Very many of the 
wells have been silted up by eruptions from 
below ground. Many of those that are use- 
able have been cracked, and are exposed to 
the seepage of surface drainage. The problem 
of the supply of healthy drinking water both 
in the towns and villages is most acute, and 
the danger of epidemics is grave. 

There is immediate necessity for the repair 
of local communications to enable the cultiva- 
tors to market those crops which have 
survived. The need is most urgent for those 
parts which are not served by railway, or 
where the service of the railway is indefinitely 
suspended by the destruction of the track and 
the bridges. 


ALL CLASSES AFFECTED. 


The disaster has affected all classes of the 
community. Among the townfolk the distress 
of the lower middle class and the lower classes 
is most severe. They have lost their houses 
and personal possessions, ad reed help to 
rebuild their houses and make a fresh start. 
The agriculturists, though their houses mav 
be safe, have suffered from the loss of a con- 
siderable part of their crops, from the Joss 
of a market for their sugar cane, and from the 
deterioration in the fertility of their fields. 

The. general public, who. carry the burden 
of local rates, have lost a large property ‘in 
1oads and bridges and public institutions, of 
which the local bodies have charge. ; 

Undoubtedly, the damage from the earth- 
quae has cost Bihar many crores of rupees, 
and to relieve even the worst of the distress 
will need very large relief funds. 

A ‘relief fund has been opened at India 
House, Aldwych, London. ' 


COST OF ROADS HALVED. 


RESULTS OF WIDE RESEARCH. 


Far-reaching results are expected to follow 
the formation, which has been announced, of 
a new body by a number of the leading 
British authorities on road-niaking materials. 

The new association, which will be =~ 
as the Road and Building Materials Group 
of the Society of Chemical Industry, will hold 
its first meeting in London next month. ‘The 
first chairman will be Professor R. G, H. 
Clements, who is the only Englishman to hold 
a Professorship of Highway Engineering. 
Professor Clements, in addition to his pést 
at London University, is a member of the 
recently formed Road Research Board, which 
is under the agis of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, 

“ At the present time we are experiment- 
ing particularly with such road materials as 
rubber and asphalt,”’ said Professor Clements 
in an interview. ‘Such progress has been 
made during the past generation in achieving 
a smooth surface for our roadways that re- 
search is now directed principally towards the 
reduction in the cost of maintenance, the pro 
motion of safety, and the elimination of noises 
and vibration. The cost of maintaining roads 
has been reduced, by the use of improved 
‘ permanent’ materials, in the past ten years 
from £600 per mile per annum to per 
mile per annum, although during the same 
per.od traffic. has in most cases increased 
three, four, or even five-fold. In other words, 
the cost of roads per ten mile has been 
halved, 

““ An enormous amount of research work to 
this end is going on in private laboratories, 
in Government departments, in the Ministry 
of Transport, and on the actual roads them. 
selves by county and borough engineers. It
